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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 05 June 
2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 34-38, 73-86 and 89-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Steffee (4,790,303). 

Steffee discloses the claimed invention including implanting arcuate implant 
members, e.g., 50, 52 to extend between adjacent vertebrae (see, e.g., Figs. 4-6 and 
col. 1 , lines 22-61 ). Each arcuate member lies in a plane as it extends between the 
adjacent vertebrae. The arcuate members are formed from metal (see, e.g., col. 2, 
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lines 39-42). End portions of the arcuate members are configured to be secured to a 
securing mechanism, e.g. 70, 72. The arcuate members rotate about their own axis of 
curvature as they are implanted in the vertebrae. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 60-63 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 87 and 88 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable over the prior art of record if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the amended claims have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
